The genus Oftrea, by which is here meant the 
affortment called by Linnzus Offree rudes, (exclud- 
ing the PeZízes or Efcallops,) contains feveral fpe- 
cies which differ confiderably in point of habit from 
each other. Among the moft ftriking as well as 
curious is that reprefented on the plate, which is a 
native of the Indian ocean. Its general fize and 
cclor are as expreíled in the figure.
